NEW GARBAGE COLLECTIONS

Summer Schedule Goes Into Effect
Here Today.

The summer garbage collection
schedule went into effect today. The
thickly settled portions of the city
will receive daily service. This in-

cludes practically all of Georgetown,
Woodley Park. Mt. Pleasant, Pet-wor- th

and Eckington.
On Tuesday. Thursday, and Satur-

day, collections will be made from
the following territory:

South of P street southwest, south
of P street southeast, east of Elev-
enth and south of K streets southeast,
Anacostla north of Good Hope road
and Twining City, east of Seventeenth
street southeast and northeast, north
of Oaten street northeast, between
Bladensburg road and West Virginia
avenue. Ivy City. Brookland east of
Twelfth and south of Monroe streets,
Langdon and Woodridge. between
Rock Creek Church read. Illinois av-
enue, Taylor and Varnum northwest,
between Seventh. Rock Creek Church
road, Varnum and Webster northwest,
Sauls Addition north of Allison street
and south of Madison northwest,
Brightwood Park south of Madison
northwest, between Madison, Nichol-
son, Colorado and Sixteenth north-
west. Chevy Chase north of Hunting-
ton street, Massachusetts Avenue
Heights south of Massachusetts av-
enue and north of T street northwest,
Georgetown west of Thirty-fift- h and
south of T street:

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RUSSIAN STUDENTS

"SOLDIERS SOIL"

Children Join Flying Battalions of

Agriculture to Work rarms.

The utilization of high school and
college students as "soldiers of the
coll," now a topic of discussion In the
United States, has been In successrui
operation In Russia for the last two
years. The ministry of education, in
Its report on the contribution of the
students to the war, shows the amaz
ing extent of the or me
youth of Russia.

One of the difficulties that nas con-

fronted the authorltict lia been the
necessity of restraining the lnordi
nate sacrifices on th part of the stu
dents and children. Hundreds of bovs
under age for admission to the army
ran away to the front, beating their
way on box cars. Once In the ranks
or the active army, the soldiers gave
them and when discovered
by the authorities and returned thev

away again. Similarly, when the
flying battalions of agriculture were
organized, the children flocked to
them in droves. Besides this, tne enn
dren have been active In collecting
money and supplies for the soldiers.

Helped In Farming Districts.
These flying battalions of agricul-

ture consisted of groups of
both boys and girls, under the direc-
tion of their own teachers and of an
expert In ngriculture. They scattered
throughout the farming districts, ac-

tually doing the field work, where
there was a shortage of men. Thi
girls helped the peasant women in
their dairying and domestic economy.
Besides helping the peasants, one of
the primary alms of this movement
was educational, the students being
taught practical agriculture. The
groups were so large and the labor
was so evenly that It was
not onerous upon any of the children.

Hundreds of thousands of children
vrtre organized Into these battalions,
and there were tens of thousands of
these battalions scattered all ever
Russia and Siberia. For example. In
the Odessa district alone, there were
sixty-on- e battalions with a total
membership of 2,704 school children.
In the district of Kazan there were
fifty-tw- o battalions, with 1.200 chil-
dren. Even In sparsely populated Si-

beria, the districts of Tomsk and
Tobolsk raised sixteen battalions each.
with between 500 and 000 children.

In Eiaruated Districts.
One of the most remarkable exam-

ples of .he of the children
is seen in the refugees from the evac-
uated districts. Thus, the evacuated
schools of the district of Warsaw, al-
though scattered, formed fourteen bat-
talions with 230 children, and thcy
wcre sent to the central part of Rus-
sia to join local battalions.

Each school has been a nucleus of
volunteer work for soldiers, and In
large numbers of them the teachers
organized themselves into sewing
circles, the older helping,
younger children collected donations
and materl.il. As a result, millions of
pieces of underwear and other articles
have been sent to the front. Four dis-
tricts of the government of Olonetz
delivered 10,024 articles of clothing.
The schools of one district In Kazan
prepared over a million pieces for
army and hospital use.
